We are likely even in times 
Christmas Preparation of depression to spend a 

great deal of energy, such 
spare money as we have and many hours in prepar- 
ing for Christmas. We have cards to buy and to ad- 
dress, we have presents to get, trees to trim, wreaths 
to put up and all manner of other Christmas enter- 
prises to further. All that is interesting and a great 
deal of it worth while but one wonders sometimes 
whether in the Christmas rush with the pressure put 
on buying and all the rest, we do not tend altogether 
to overlook the emphasis which the Church has put 
before us in and through the Advent season. The 
Church tries to impress upon us that so great a festi- 
val as Christmas ought to have spiritual as well as 
material preparation. We constantly forget that. 

Let me make three suggestions as to what such 
preparation might involve in our spiritual life. It 
should be marked by deeper reverence. The coming 
of Christ is the most momentous event in history. 
And that means in the working out of God’s pur- 
poses among men. We ought not to approach it 
without a sense of His transcendent and creative 
power and the unswerving working of His purposes. 
We should let our thoughts dwell upon this and 
deepen the reverence with which we approach the 
feast. 


We need likewise to deepen our spirit of love. The 
whole Christmas message is a message of God’s love 
to us. Because He loved us, we love Him and love 
our fellow men. All Christmas festivities say much 
and think much about giving but we Christians must 
think of it not only as giving because everybody else 
gives but as giving because our hearts are warm 
toward all God’s children on account of God’s love 
to us. We should let our thoughts dwell on God’s 
love to us and its meaning in our love to others. 

The attempt to make such spiritual preparation by 
giving a little time and a little thought to it and 


bringing it into our prayers does not mean that we 
are going to confuse spiritual things with solemn and 
gloomy things. The better we know God, the more 
joyous we should be. The more fully we understand 
the blessing which has come to us in Christ, the more 
Christmas merriment will spring from a real and 
deep joy. Thus our preparation, which brings with 
it the effort to know better what Christmas means 
should end with a greatly enhanced power of enter- 
ing into all the simple joys of Christmas Day and 
the Christmas season. 

Instead of writing anything fur- 
Please Take Notice ther may I call attention to three 

matters printed elsewhere in this 
issue. The first follows this column directly. It sums 
up what right-minded people throughout California 
and the Nation have thought of the disgraceful 
lynching at San Jose and the Governor’s attitude. 

The second is the pastoral letter of the House of 
Bishops which, it seems to me, is ” very important 
document. It is a long time, I take it, since a _ pas- 
toral has spoken so effectively of the problems which 
face us at the present moment. Whether you heard 
it read in church or not, I beg that you will read it 
over as it appears here in this issue. 

The third is the brief resolution passed by the 
House of Bishops and sent out to all the clergy of 
the Church. It is most important because it brings 
vividly before us the situation in regard to the 
Church’s Program. 


Preceding his Thanksgiving sermon at Grace Cathe- 
dral, Bishop Parsons made the following state- 
ment 

“A cloud hangs over Thanksgiving in California. 
The State has been disgraced by an outburst of 
primitive lust for vengeance, with official approval 
of the action of the mob. To call the lynching in San 
Jose by the name of the historic Vigilance Committee 
is a complete distortion of facts. When law breaks 
down it may be necessary for sober citizens to take 
its administration into their own hands. Law has not 
broken down in San Jose nor was there any indica- 
tion that it would break down. The lynching was 
mob violence. It had no heroic features. It has made 
the task of law enforcement more difficult. It has

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St. Paul’s, Oakland, Has Successful Program 


Incomplete returns from St. Paul’s “three-point” pro- 
gram show an increase during the first month of 35 per 
cent in church attendance, an increase of 40 per cent in 
envelope contributors and aroused interest in the work 
of parish organizations for men, women and young people. 

Of 336 cards received just before the end of the month, 
265 persons had marked Point 1, “I will endeavor to at- 
tend church regularly;” 202 marked Point 2, “I will take 
my part in church work,” and 285 marked Point 3, “I will 
give for the financial support of the church &....,” nam- 
ing the amount per week. From the financial aspect, the 
number of contributors is larger than at any time during 
the last ten years, although the total amount pledged is 
less than that subscribed in previous years. The decreased 
amount has been met by reductions in parish expenses. 


First public event of the campaign was the annual parish 
dinner on Wednesday, November 15, which was attended 
by 280 persons. On the following Sunday there were 103 
persons at the 8:00 o’clock service of Holy Communion, 
168 at the 9:30 service for the junior and senior depart- 
ments of the Church School, 247 at 11:00 a. m. and 138 at 
7:30 p. m. After the 11:00 o’clock service more than 60 
men, women and young people had luncheon in the parish 
house and immediately afterward began a visitation of the 
homes of parishioners. “Re-dedication Day” was observed 
on Sunday, November 26, when all pledge cards received 
up to that time were presented and offered on the altar 
at the 11:00 o’clock service. 


Details of the “three-point” program were planned by 
an executive committee consisting of Richard H. Kessler, 
chairman and director; Clifton H. Kroll, C. Nelson Hackett, 
Mrs. A. F. Edwards and Mrs. C. E. Peters, who were ably 
supported by a large band of workers including men, 
women and young people. The visitation of parishioners 
will continue during December and plans have been formu-

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The Church’s Program 
By Frederic M. Lee 


Should the Diocese of California with its large mission- 
ary field, restrict or curtail its work in order to give larger 
support to the National Council? 

The question has been asked, “Is the Diocese treating 
the contributors to the Church’s Program fairly when it 
retains within the Diocese two-thirds of the contents of 
the red side of the duplex envelope and sends only one- 
third to the National Council?” This can be partly an- 
swered as follows: 

1. The canons permit (but do not enforce) the combin- 
ing the quota of the National Council with the “askings” 
for the Diocesan Council’s budget and since the advent of 
the Nation Wide Campaign (or Church’s Program) this 
method has obtained as being less cumbersome than mak- 
ing two separate apportionments. 

2. The annual Convention, composed of delegates from 
all the parishes and missions, decides the proration between 
the National Council and the diocesan budget. 

3. The pledge cards, supplied by the National Council, 
read that the red side of the duplex envelope is “For the 
support of the Church’s work in the Diocese and general 
fields at home and abroad,” which would indicate that the 
National Council concedes the claims of the Diocese have 


__preference over those of the general Church. 


4. The work in the Diocese is our own individual re- 
sponsibility. The work of the National Council is a shared 
responsibility with the rest of the Dioceses in the United 
States. 

A Solution 

Should it be generally conceded that there is merit in 
the obvious implication of the question of lack of fair 
play we could return to the method of separate “askings” 
for the Diocese and the National Council, which obtained 
prior to the advent of the Nation Wide Campaign in 1920. 

In 1917, 1918 and 1919 the Diocese raised an average. of 
$11,733 for diocesan work and $7840 for the general 
Church, from which it will be noted that the diocesan 
pledge of $10,000 to the National Council for 1933 is more 
than the Diocese contributed to the work of the general 
Church when the contributors themselves decided how 
much they could give.

The report of the Joint Commission on Aided Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts has been distributed among the 
members. There are nineteen members of the commission 
and the Province of the Pacific has four members thereon 
—the Bishop of San Joaquin, Bishop of Eastern Oregon, 
Mr. W. A. Monten of Los Angeles and the treasurer of the 
Province. The report calls attention to Canon 59 requiring 
the National Council to transmit to each Province a state- 
ment of existing appropriations for the purpose of obtain- 
ing “the advice of the Province as to changes therein.” 
In the past this canon has not been observed with any 
degree of seriousness. Now it becomes a challenge to the 
Province to render a valuable contribution by suggesting 
the proper adjustment of appropriations. Here is a real 
duty and responsibility for the synods. All missionary 
activities are not of the same worth. 
the appropriation could be withdzawn without serious loss 
and others which ought to be supported with all of the 
strength of the Church. The National Council is not in a 
position to know these distinctions so well as the men 
engaged in the work, who assembled together in synod 
meeting are certainly the best qualified to make a report 
thereon. It is with deep satisfaction that we learn that 
the chairman of this important commission, the Rt. Rev. 
Philip Cook, D. D., Bishop of Delaware, has been chosen 
by the House of Bishops to fill the position of assessor to

News of the Province 
By Frederic M. Lee 


The report of the Joint Commission on Aided Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts has been distributed among the 
members. There are nineteen members of the commission 
and the Province of the Pacific has four members thereon 
—the Bishop of San Joaquin, Bishop of Eastern Oregon, 
Mr. W. A. Monten of Los Angeles and the treasurer of the 
Province. The report calls attention to Canon 59 requiring 
the National Council to transmit to each Province a state- 
ment of existing appropriations for the purpose of obtain- 
ing “the advice of the Province as to changes therein.” 
In the past this canon has not been observed with any 
degree of seriousness. Now it becomes a challenge to the 
Province to render a valuable contribution by suggesting 
the proper adjustment of appropriations. Here is a real 
duty and responsibility for the synods. All missionary 


activities are not of the same worth, There are places where ~ 


the appropriation could be withdsawn without serious loss 
and others which ought to be supported with all of the 
strength of the Church. The National Council is not in a 
position to know these distinctions so well as the men 
engaged in the work, who assembled together in synod 
meeting are certainly the best qualified to make a report 
thereon. It is with deep satisfaction that we learn that 
the chairman of this important commission, the Rt. Rev. 
Philip Cook, D. D., Bishop of Delaware, has been chosen 
by the House of Bishops to fill the position of assessor to 


the Presiding Bishop, left vacant by the lamented death of 
Bishop Burleson. 


* * 


The House of Bishops designated the Rt. Rev. F. G. 
Bartlett of North Dakota to assist the National Council in 
visiting the domestic missionary field and evaluating work 
therein. Knowing the wonderful surveys Bishop Bartlett 
made in our Province, we rejoice in the excellent selection. 
The House of Bishops also accepted the resignation of 
Bishop Moreland. This automatically makes our beloved 
Noel Porter Bishop of the Diocese of Sacramento. 


Bishop Sanford thus humorously described a railroad 
accident which he recently experienced: “On October 13 
I left New York for the West via Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road. This railroad, celebrating its hundred years of prog-

The treasurer, Mrs. Norton, reported 
all obligations from the Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund had been 
met for the month of November and she had $171 toward 
December expenses. In this connection she remarked that 
since the severe cut from the National Council, Mr. Wu 
depends upon the Woman’s Auxiliary for the continuance 
of his work. A sum of $118 was used for an altar and 
reredos for the new St. Paul’s Chapel, leaving $88 in the 
Altar Fund. A total of $131 remain in the Diocesan Ex- 
pense Fund but $15 is still needed to bring the Life In- 
surance Fund up to the necessary $50. 

A finance committee—consisting of Mrs. Norton, Mrs. 
Plummer and Mrs. Lance—has been appointed and will 
send a statement to each branch and request that funds 
be sent in quarterly. 

Mrs. H. M. Sherman has been appointed chairman of the 
nominating committee, to report at the annual meeting in 
February. Other members of this committee have not yet 
been selected. The officers to be elected are a_ vice-presi- 
dent for San Francisco Convecation to replace Mrs. Bacon, 
who is moving to San Jose; a recording secretary; vice- 
presidents for the Oakland and San Jose convocations; and 
an educational secretary. The last three officers mentioned 
are eligible for re-election. Five delegates to the annual 
provincial meeting at Long Beach and five delegates to the 
1934 Triennial meeting at Atlantic City also will be 
elected. 

Mrs. Allen next presented the report of the United 
Thank Offering, which this fall was $1377.09 as com-

pared with $1504.08 in 1932. She is sending letters to the 
branch presidents containing suggestions about the of- 
fering and reminding them that this is the last year of 
the triennium. Mrs. Allen will visit any branches wishing 
her to talk concerning the United Thank Offering and the 
work it accomplishes. 

Dean Newell spoke of a letter which she had received 
from Miss Marston, national educational secretary, recom- 
mending the use of the book “Eastern Women Today and 
Tomorrow,” by Ruth F. Woodsmall. 

Mrs. Lance spoke of Dean Newell's very valuable class 
for leaders of study groups and also of the report of the 
prayer partnership director, Mrs. Murray of Pacific Grove. 
Prayer partners in Tokio, Philippine Islands, Honolulu, 
Shanghai, Nevada, California, Arkansas, Arizona and Af- 
rica were remembered. 

Mrs. Benson of “B” Auxiliary of Trinity Church, San 
Francisco, gave an extremely able and illuminating re- 
view of a very difficult book, “Moral Man and An Im- 
moral World,” which was deeply appreciated by her 
audience. 

There followed a short discussion on the receni day of 
prayer. Dr. Fletcher made the suggestion that in the future 
it be called a day of quiet prayer, instead of a quiet day 
of prayer. 

It was voted to contribute the day’s offering to the 
Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund. 

The meeting closed with reading of the benediction by 
Mrs. Lance.

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Resolution Adopted by the House of Bishops 


Having heard irom the Presiding Bishop a comprehen- 
sive statement of the missionary conditions of the Church 
as reflected in the recent findings of the National Council 
and the dangers attending any further policy of retrench- 
ment in the domestic and foreign fields, we, the Bishops 
of the Church, in council assembled, express the strong 
conviction that a fresh and vigorous impulse should be 
given throughout the Church to the cause of missions. 

We believe that, despite the urgency of maintaining our 
diocesan and parochial institutions, one of the chief perils 
attending the present situation, unless carefully guarded 
against, will be apathy to the missionary cause and a con- 
sequent loss of the spiritual values which missionary en- 
deavor represents. We call upon the bishops, clergy and 
laity of our Church to give serious heed to this matter, 
that fulfillment of the express command of our Lord may 
not be hindered or frustrated. 


We appeal for a renewed adherence to that principle of 
partnership which increases the sense of solidarity in our 
efforts in prosecuting the whole of the Church’s mission. 

We strongly urge that dioceses and parishes throughout 
the Church address themselves to a careful and prayerful 
consideration of this matter.

The Bishops’ Pastoral Letter 
(Adopted at Davenport, Iowa, November 9) 
Dear brethren of the clergy and laity, in this momentous 


period in the life of the Church and siate your Bishops, 
with a solemn sense of their responsibility, lay before you 
certain matters that they believe deserve your serious con- 
sideration. They do this in the hope that at this time of 
stress the Church may contribute its full share to the 
stabilization of those things that are indispensable to the 
happiness, peace and security of the Nation. 

A finer type of Christian faith and courage calls for 
service and sacrifice to meet the modern world chaos. 

The rehabilitation of agriculture and of industry we 
recognize as urgently important, but causes deeper than 
those that have to do with economic dislocation, with its 
attendant privaticns, lie at the root of the world’s ills. 
Spiritual recovery must be made coincident with economic 
recovery. Apostasy, the neglect of fundamental Christian 
principles as related to domestic, social and industrial con- 
ditions have contributed to the catastrophe of recent times. 
The reactions from the severe strain of the great war re- 
sulted in the lowering of moral standards that had been 
the security of our people, standards that had given them a 
place of commanding power and influence at home and 
abroad. The consuming passion for gain, disclosed in an 
era of wild speculation, with its accompanying excesses 
and indulgences that brooked no restraint; the untem- 
pered lust for varied and unwholesome forms of pleasure; 
recent disclosures of inconpetence and mal-administra- 
tion; the looseness of marital ties leading to the disinte- 
gration of the home; these and other moral lapses contrib- 
uted to the breakup of our social and economic institutions 
and made easy the way for our commen disasters and 
misfortunes. Widespread suffering, hunger and distress in 
the face of unparalleled power, mechanical ingenuity and 
prodigal abundance present an appalling paradox such as 
our Nation has never before witnessed. 

In arrogance and conceit we had built our house upon 
insecure foundations, thinking the while that our cunning 
and skill could arm us to resist the blighting ills of panic 
and misfortune. Our pride and self-confidence have suf- 
fered a severe shock and our boasted capacity to weather 
all storms has brought us perilously close to a condition 


bordering on the overturn of our cherished institutions. 
A selfish and sdulless individualism that was insular and 
arrogant impaired our security and wrought havoc in our 
social and economic life. 


No appraisal of the events of recent years can leave out 
of consideration these factors. Unless they are frankly rec- 
ognized and repented of there can be no salutary change 
effected in our economic and social order. Coincident with 
the lowering of moral standards we have witnessed a most 
malevolent and violent attack upon Christian institutions 
and the Christian faith. This attack is made on many 
fronts. In magnitude and persistence it is without parallel. 
It is insidious, cunning and determined. It pervades our 
literature, the drama, the screen and touches with its 
blighting influence schoolhouse and university. It addresses 
itself particularly to the younger generation. As we survey 
the drifts and tendencies in our modern life it becomes 
increasingly evident that cleavage or division in our house- 
hold of faith, stress upon individual conceits, over-empha- 
sis upon practices unrelated to the supreme purpose of 
Christ’s Church must contribute to inevitable failure and 
defeat. “A house divided against itself can not stand.” The 
Church’s unity and solidarity are indispensable; never 
more so than now. To point more definitely the responsi- 
bility that is laid upon us as Christians and churchmen we 
present certain matters we hold to be vitally important. 


Economic and Social Order 


Involved in an economic situation which has left mil- 
lions confronted by the horrors of unemployment and dire 
want in the midst of plenty, the world abounds in many 
and, at times, conflicting experiments which seek to meet 
the needs of suffering humanity. There is no certainty in 
the minds of most men as to which of these experiments 
will surely solve our problems. It is, however, our con- 
viction that Christians must assert without compromise 
that no experiment which falls short of the demands of 
Christ can permanently advance the weifare of mankind. 
No standards short of the Christian standards can lead us 
out of our darkness into light. No ideal save that of the 
Kingdom of God can satisfy the minds and hearts of 
Christian people. 


No experiment which seeks to bring recovery for any 
one group, industrial, agricultural or any other, without 
considering the needs and welfare of all men is in accord 
with the mind of Christ. If we would be saved we must be 
saved together, for in God’s sight all human beings of 
whatever kindred or tongue are equally precious. The 
members of the Church must make it clear that, as follow- 
ers of the Master, they can not give their support to any 
program of reconstruction which does not recognize the 
fact that national recovery depends upon world recovery. 


No mere re-establishment of an old economic order will 
suflice. Christ demands a new order in which there shall 
be a more equitable distribution of material wealth, more 
certain assurance of security for the unemployed and aged 
and, above all else, an order which shall substitute the 
motive of service for the motive of gain. Christians should 
face the fact that this new order can succeed only as the 
followers of Christ sacrifice and suffer greatly. It is not 
enough for us to “do our part.” The Master calls for us to 
consecrate our all. For us the Cross stands as the symbol 
of a world recovery act. It demands that we become world 
recovery agents who dare to carry the Cross, It demands 
that through loyalty to our King we serve as leaders in 
bringing to pass a national and world recovery and re- 
demption., 


One vital issue faces us at this moment, ‘he imminent 
repeal of the prohibition amendment. It calls for renewed 
emphasis upon the value of temperance. Such a period of 
change as that upon which we are entering will lay upon 
us the demand for self-control and the exercise of vigi- 
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lance that unrestricted traffic in liquor shall not become a 
menace to our people.

Signs on the horizon give evidence of a growing suspi- 
cion among nations. Beneath the surface the world seethes 
with unrest. The horrors of the World War seem to be 
forgotten as nation rises against nation and competition in 
armament once again occupies a sinister place in the chan- 
cellories and parliaments of the world. Pacts and agree- 
ments, readily entered into, are regarded lightly, if not 
abandoned. The hopes of a peaceful and orderly world 
are shadowed by distrust and selfish ambition. Forbidding 
and terrible as the contemplation of a fresh outbreak may 
be, direful and disastrous as may be its consequences, un- 
less America, as the most potential force to world peace, 
can play a part consistent with her high ideals, and do it 
with Christian fidelity, a situation may ensue beyond her 
power to restrict or restrain. It is our duty as disciples of 
the Prince of Peace to insist upon policies that are con- 
sistent with the maintenance of equity, fair dealing and 
the sanctity of pacts and agreements among races and 
peoples. We are bound by every solemn obligation to wage 
unremitting war against war. An excess of nationalism or 
an attitude of detached unconcern for the ills of other na- 
tions, together with the building up of an armed force be- 
yond reasonable national needs, deprives us of any oppor- 
tunity to be a conserver of the world’s peace. Love of 
country must be qualified by love of all mankind; patriot- 
ism is subordinate to religion. The Cross is above the flag. 
In any issue between country and God, the clear duty of 
the Christian is to put obedience to God above every other 
loyalty. 

No nation can live unto itself. We must co-operate or 
perish. War will be abolished finally only when Christ’s 
spirit of forgivenness and reconciliation is in control of 
the world’s international relations. 

We make this appeal especially to the yorth of America. 
Encouragement is found in the fundamental soundness of 
modern youth. We acknowledge that we, their leaders, 
have not always understood our young people. Their ways 
are different from our ways. Many of their standards were 
not those of our youth. We were born of the old world; 
they are children of the new. We trust them, we thank 
God for the honesty of their approach to religion and we 
confidently look to them, with the help of the Holy Spirit, 
to fashion a more enduring social structure than their 
fathers builded. 

A Spiritual Opportunity 


Days of material anxiety are days of spiritual oppor- 
tunity. The present situation gives the Church one of the 
greatest opportunities in history because the Church has 
spiritual gifts to impart, which were never needed more 
than now. Our power to help in a time of confusion and 
change lies in our grasp upon those things which are un- 
changing and eternal. Christian people must demonstrate 
spiritual values and share the world-wide vision of service 
given us by Jesus Christ. 

We urge upon you, the people of the Church, to dare to 
do some of the things Jesus Christ died to make real in a 
Christian’s daily living. If it is a question of compromise 
between honesty and anything less, dare to do the honest 
thing. What if it is costly? Are we followers of Jesus 
Christ or not? That is the final question. Let us show the 
people around us that we care, that our Christian religion 
really works. If it is a decision between the pure and the 
impure, take the Christ way. We must dare to discourage 
any other way. Buy and sell on the basis of the law of 
love, “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” Let us 
not be misled by the false slogan, “My country, right or 
wrong.” Dare to meet intolerance with good will. Christ’s 
‘ way is the only way for a Christian and the only way for 
a world in need. Stand alone if we must. Be counted a 
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fool if it is necessary. Let us dare to de the thing now 
that counts. Let us practice what our religion stands for. 

The world is coming to a new birth and the pains of 
travail are to be expected. They may well be wholesome, 
if unpleasant. The times call for a stiffening of our faith. 
Too much spiritual ease makes soft Christians. Therefore, 
we are told that “We must through much tribulation enter 
into the Kingdom of God.” We should be better prepared 
for it than our fathers of apostolic days. They endured 
much hardness for Christ. because of the hope that was 
set before them. We still have that same indomitable hope 
and, in addition, we have behind us the reassuring ex- 
perience of twenty centuries of Christian fortitude. Con- 
fidence is our watchword, not confidence in ourselves but 
in Christ to whom our loyalty is pledged. 

Though material values collapse, spiritual values remain 
unimpaired. We are followers of those who faced lions 
without flinching and who endured the perils of persecu- 
tion without whine or whimper. In Him we find the as- 
surance of final victory. God has not abdicated. Christ is 
not dead. The power of the Holy Spirit still prevails. The 
foundations of the Church remain secure, We can not be 
dismayed, God reigns. We dare not be discouraged, Christ 
lives. We may not relax our Christian loyalty, the Holy 
Spirit moves again over a chaotic world. Let us prove our 
faith in practice and nothing can withstand the spiritual 
momentum that must follow. 

Lift up your hearts; a new Advent of the Son of Man 
is at hand.

Che Pacific Churchman 


Ecce Homo 
By Rev. W. M. Bours 


_ The hallowed Figure in the masterpiece of God’s 
love for mankind finds foremost emphasis in Pilate’s 
attempt to provoke compassion for the Sinless One: 
Ecce Homo, “Behold the man”—Jesus Christ. 


The Book of Common Prayer, in its uses for pub- 
lic and private worship, prescribes devotional se- 
quences in the exercise of spiritual sociability which 
eventuate in worshipful approaches to “God manifest 
in the flesh.” 


Archaism is uncongenial to readiness in thinking. 
Language in worship should be contemporaneous 
with spiritual needs. Discretion in the use of rites and 
ceremonies is akin to that “inspiration of selection” 
which is characteristic of Holy Writ. It is, however, 
sincerely to be hoped that a few generations hence, 
despite the tendencies of ultra-modernism, something 
besides its covers will be left of the Book of Common 
Prayer. 


The skilled workman uses few tools but has learn- 
ed to use them well. In the hands of a master, a 
violin of far less tonal value than a Stradivarius can 
awaken to sympathetic exercises the whole gamut of 
the human affections. The evangelical language of 
the Prayer Book, spoken naturally, according to the 
fine art of exegetical reading, has a power to stir up 
wholesome spiritual aspirations. It is said that Edgar 
Allan Poe, in reciting the Lord’s Prayer, moved his 
listeners to tears. 

Ecce Homo finds attractive placement in the serv- 
ices of the Church through the reading of those serv- 
ices by such a man of God as the Reverend Doctor 
Henry Lubeck of blessed memory. The late Bishop 
Hall of Vermont, in reading the Lessons, some years 
ago, at an Evensong, so exalted his genius for inter- 
pretation that he verily prophesied in the words of 
Scripture. 

It is becoming increasingly important seriously to 
consider whether or not a revisal of manners in 
liturgical usage would lead to a more general appre- 
ciation of the spiritual virtues set forth in the 
Prayer Book. Practice rather than discussion inspires 
to soundness of doctrine. The liturgical exposition of 
the mysteries of the Christian Faith leads, without 
controversy, to spiritual enlightenment. Emerson, in 
his essay on Spiritual Laws, said: “We are always 
reasoning from the seen to the unseen.” 

Ecce Home, from the joys of Christmastide to the 
glory of the Ascension and the powers bestowed at 
Pentecost, is the prelude to the rapturous song of the 
“Ten thousand times ten thousand” and of the 
myriads beyond number of those attracted heaven- 
ward by “the true Light which lighteth every man 
that cometh into the world.” Jesus was born to in- 
spire mankind with an outlook on the innumerable 
host of those who accept the gift of eternal life. The 
visualization of that countless multitude of the sanc- 
tified is the climax to the spiritual leadings in con- 
gregational worship.

Virginia Street Station 
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Religious Education 


By Avis Harvey 


The Commission on Work with Children is suggesting 
an Advent resolution for your Church School. Advent, the 
Deginning of a new year, is a fine time to make such a 
resolution. This one has two parts. One part will be car- 
ried out by the teachers and officers and the other by the 
boys and girls. 


Part one of the plan is this: Make teachers’ meetings 
more effective. This may be done in the following ways: 
Hold regular meetings; regular for some schools means 
once a month. We have had in the Diocese Church Schools 
holding their meetings once a week—St. Paul’s, Oakland; 
Good Shepherd, Berkeley; Community School, Mira Vista. 
Plan the meetings as a series. This is best done with a 
small committee suggesting the needs of the teachers or 
the problems to be solved in the school. And the third: 
Prepare carefully each meeting. In this preparation re- 
member the importance of a time schedule and keep to it. 
If teachers are told the meeting is to be over promptly at 
9:00 or 9:30, be prompt. It is equally important to begin 
on time. The teachers soon learn whether or not they can 
depend on those who are their leaders. Include a_ short 
business session, most business should be taken care of by 
an executive committee or a student council; reports, the 
subject of the meeting and worship. Supper or a period for 
fellowship is very helpful. Give responsibility to commit- 
tees. The results of an evening’s discussion on a school 
problem should lead to a definite plan of action. Put the 
responsibility of carrying this out into the hands of com- 
mittees, giving them a chance to do their work and an 
opportunity to report at the next meeting. 


For further help in planning teachers’ meetings read the 
following: “The Church School Comes to Life,” by Mildred 
Hewitt, chapter five; “Present-day Trends in Religious 
Education,” by Shaver, chapter ten; “The Approach to 
Religious Education,” by Yeaxlee, chapter six; “Adminis- 
tering Your Church School,” by Mildred Hewitt, published 
by the National Council. 


For the teachers a service of dedication (one to be 
found in Miss Hewitt’s book), regular corporate commun- 
ion, a pamphlet published by the National Council called 
“Ideals for Christian Teachers” and “Qualifications for 
Teaching” found on page 102 of Miss Hewitt’s book; a 
parish library with books on religious education. 


Suggested subjects: “Programs for Teachers’ Meetings,” 
by Shaver, Pilgrim Press, 50 cents; such topics as home 
work, memory work, discipline, handwork, project method, 
curriculum, worship. A series of suggested discussion out- 
lines covering the following subjects: pupil participation, 
money, environment, behavior problems, measuring prog- 
ress, planning the curriculum, worship, have been mimeo- 
graphed by the National Department to be used experi- 
mentally if you are willing to send the results of their use 
back to the national office. Send for any of the above. They 
are entitled “Predicaments.” These subjects may be intro- 
duced by book reviews, outside speakers, members of the 
group. 

Part two of the resolution: Keep the Church School at- 
tendance at 75 per cent of the enrollment. The following 
regulations are suggested: a new pupil should be consid- 
ered a visitor for two Sundays and put on the regular list 
the third Sunday. An absent pupil should be removed from 
the active to an inactive list following three absences, 
without regard to the reason for his being away. Include 
in the record of attendance the teachers and officers of 
the school. With these regulations there should be no 
school list carrying names of inactive members. The 75 
per cent average is then to be attained by counting the 
attendance each Sunday and comparing it with this active 
membership list. 


Begin work on these resolutions now. The recognition 
given to the Church Schools of the Diocese at the time of 
the service of offerings next May will be based on these 
two points. If you can not start at once, January 1 is 
again a new year and a fine time to begin a plan for 
regular and well-planned teachers’ meetings and to give 
careful attention to the attendance of boys and girls. 


This is a part of a plan which is being promoted by the 
Commission on Work with Children to carry out, point by 
point, the Ten-point Standard from now to May. Your 
school will be judged on the two points—regular teachers’ 
meetings and an average attendance of 75 per cent—and 
not on whether or not you meet the entire ten points. 


Christmas Box Project 


The plan this year of sending as our Christmas box of- 
fering a check to the children of Haiti has worked with 
great success. Forty dollars has already been sent from 
this Diocese to Bishop, Carson, the following schools hav- 
ing contributed to this amount: San Francisco—Grace 
Cathedral, St. Luke’s, St. Francis, True Sunshine, Trinity, 
St. Barnabas, Holy Innocents, Glen Park. Oakland—St. 
Andrew’s, St. Paul’s, St. James, St. Philip’s, True Sunshine. 
Alameda—Christ Church. Berkeley—Good Shepherd, All 
Souls, St. Mark’s, St. Cement’s. Crockett—St. Mark’s. Hol- 
lister—All Saints. Watsonville—All Saints. Mira Vista—The 
Community School. Palo Alto—All Saints. Carmel—All 
Saints. Gilroy—St. Stephen’s. Hayward—Trinity. San Jose 
—Trinity. San Rafael—St. Paul’s. Parkfield and Pozo, 

Some of these schools followed the suggestion of voting 
the money from their treasury; others had a special of- 
fering. Many of them used the stories and others planned 
services of worship, using the material that was sent out 
for this purpose. Some of the boys and girls of the schools 
of this Diocese have written letters to the boys and girls 
of Haiti. This is a fine record. We have made the assign- 
ment set by the National Council and so far twenty-nine 
schools have taken part. 


News from the Department of Religious Education 


A Rural Commission is being formed in order that co- 
operation on the part of the department with the Arch- 
deacon of the Diocese may be increased and a definite pro- 
gram of work carried out in the rural field. 

The Alexander Allen Memorial, a program for training 
leaders for this Diocese, is planning to increase its field 
and extend beyond the successful institute carried out in 
the Convocation of Oakland. This is under the chairman- 
ship of the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, rector of St; Paul’s, 
Oakland. 

The Commision on Work with Young People is grateful 
for its new chairman, the Rev. C. J. Hulsewe, rector of 
St. Francis, San Francisco, and will continue its diocesan 
program under his leadership. Have you received the first 
and second issues of the information service sent out by 
this commission? Have you invited Katherine Mason to 
visit your young people’s group?
